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n America the idea of a high 
speed train is still a dream on 


the drawing board. In Japan it's 
a reality. 


Japanese "Bullet Trains" aver- 


age 103 miles per hour on the 
342 mile run from Tokyo to 
Osaka. In straight stretches they 
cruise along at speeds as high as 
130 miles per hour. As scheduling 
and track beds are improved, the 
average speed of the run is still 
rising. 


A system of computers backs 


up the train's operation from a 
central train control room in 
Tokyo station, signalling direc- 
tions to the train and clearing the 
way for it. Another set of com- 
puters makes instant reservations 
and handles ticket sales. 


A speedometer on the wall of 


the train's modern buffet car and 
the flashing view through the 
train's large windows are the 
only indications of speed. Pas- 
sengers ride in secure comfort in 
plush reclining seats. 


The fastest scheduled train to- 


day on the 226.6 mile run from 
New York to Washington, D.C., 
takes three hours and 35 min- 
utes to make the trip. Japan's 
"Bullet Train" covers the same 
distance in about two hours and 
13 minutes.

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — "I'm 


not ready to f a d e away, o r 
whatever it is you are supposed 
to do at 65," said Jascha Hei- 
fetz, whose birthday is Wednes- 
day. 
"I still have my work; I 


haven't given up yet." 


It is not likely that something 


as trivial to Heifetz as a 65th 
birthday would cause him to 
give up. Since making his debut 
as a Russian refugee in New 
York's Carnegie Hail on Oct. 27, 
1917, his name has been asso- 
ciated with mastery of the vio- 
lin. 


Now his public appearances 


are limited to a handful each 
year. He continues to display 
his artistry on new recordings, 
but the bulk of his energies goes 
into his new passion: teaching. 


Two or three times a weke he 


leaves his home overlooking 
Beverly Hills and drives his 
Rolls-Royce through smog and 
traffic 
to the University of 


Southern California, south of 
downtown Los Angeles. From 10 
in the morning until 3:30 or 4 in 
the afternoon, he works with the 
80 or mere students. 


Besides the classes, Heifetz 


usually joins his students in a 
chamber music session once 
weekly. When he began the 
teaching program, USC profes- 
sors were hopeful that it would 
last six months. That was three 
years ago, and Heifetz shows no 
signs of flagging. 


Heifetz once explained why he 


had turned to teaching: 


"My old professor put a finger 


on me. He said that some day I 
would be good enough to teach. 
Violin playing is a perishable, 
art. It must be passed on as a 
personal skill —otherwise it is 
lost." 


Although his own concerts 


have diminished in number, 
Heifetz maintains his Spartan 
schedule of nractice. HJs social 
life is limited, and he lives alone 
in the rambling, art-filled home. 
He was divorced in 1963 by his 
second wife, mother of his teen- 
age son.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


President observed in his State 
of the Union message that the 
past five years of unbroken 
growth have been good years 
for America. 


To this Andrew F. Brimmer 


adds: "These have b e e n the 
best years for the 
American 


Negro." 


Brimmer 
was 
not 
talking 


about the gains that were meas- 


' ured in the biggest and boldest 
headlines, those in the area of 
civil rights. He was 
talking 


about better incomes, higher 
living standards, and the escape 
from poverty of h u n d r e d s 
thousands of nonwhite Ameri- 
cans. 


One of the top-ranking Ne- 


groes in government, Brimmer 
is assistant secretary of com- 
merce for economic affairs. 


At his command is one of the 


greatest statistics factories in 
the world. It has ground o u t 
some arresting 
facts, 
which 


Brimmer summarized in a sen- 
tence in a recent speech to the 
Houston Citizens Chamber of 
Commerce. 


He said: "The period of ex- 


pansion has endured so long 
that prosperity h a s begun to 
seep even 
into 
the nation's 


backyards a n d byways p o p- 
ulated primarily by Negroes." 


These were among the pieces 


of statistical evidence that sup- 
ported his statement: 


In 1964 the number of jobs 


held by nonwhites jumped by 
300,000 Last year the toal rose 
by another 200,000. 


By the end of 1965 the unem- 


ployment rate for Negro male 
breadwinners — adult married 
men living with their families — 
was less than 2 per cent. That is 
the same as for marriM male 


whites. 


The share of total U.S. per- 


sonal income going to nonwhites 
since 1962 has risen faster than 
that of the nonwhite population. 
So there has been a genuine im- 
provement in the economic wel- 
fare of Negroes. 


In 1964 the median family in- 


come of Negroes actually grew 
faster than the income of white 
families, in both percentage and 
dollar figures. 


The family at the middle of 


the Negro income scale had a 
$374 income gain, or 10.8 per 
cent, in 1964. The comparable 
figure for white families 
was 


$310, or 4.7 per cent. 


In the same year the number 


of white families living below 
the poverty level — at incomes 
of less than $3,000 a year — was 
reduced by 3.2 per cent. That 
compared with a 7.5 per cent 
drop in the number of Negro 
families in the poverty zone. 


"We do not have the score for 


1965, but it seems likely that 
poverty's domain was again 
substantially 
reduced," Brim- 


mer said. 


But if the Negro has come far, 


he started late and has much 
further to go. The unemploy- 
ment rate for Negroes is still 7,3 
per cent, against 3.7 per cent for 
whites and 4.1 per cent for the 
whole American labor force. 


And the good gains in Negro 


income still leave a great gap 
between Negroes and whites. 
The median for white families 
in 1964 was $6,858; the Negro 
median was a bit better than 
half that, $3,839. 


And 
Brimmer's 
computers 


have told him something else: 


While the country has enjoyed 


five full years of prosperity, 
Negroes have had only three. It 
took two years for the fruits of 
economic growth to reach non- 
whites in any substantial way.

Scheele adds, even though re- 
searchers have linked excess 
weight to heart trouble. He 
would like to see a complete 
educational 
p r o g r a m 
in 


schools to 
help 
encourage 


good eating habits just 
as 


good sex education is needed. 
It is a broad educational prob- 
lem, he explains, and a major 
concern is that "mother con- 
trols the teens. Adolescents, 
aware of the vogue for slim- 
ness, decide the food at home 
is too fattening. Their away- 
from-hoine snacks are ridicu- 
lous. The results are poorly 
balanced diets " Poor eating 
habits of U S teen-agers wor- 
ries nutritionists and doctors 


who point out the harmful 
effects they can have on "the 
future mothers of our coun- 
try." 


It is harder for women to 


lose weight than men, accord- 
ing to LJr. Scheele. "They 
sample their own cooking and 
also eat what the children 
don't eat," he shrewdly ob- 
serves, "because they hate to 
see food go to waste." The 
lack of exercise and tensions 
that encourage fattening nib- 
bles between meals also con- 
tribute to a woman's prob- 
lems which in turn can pass 
on to the childen. 


Trimming of excess weight, 


though, should not come from 
crash diets, Dr. Schesle be- 
lieves. "People should learn 
what it means to restrict cal- 
ories, learn good eating hab- 
its and the rationale for be- 
ing thinner," he says. 


In this vein he prefers to 


see persons diet under a doc- 
tor's direction. His firm, which 
recently added a new appetite 
drug to the more than a dozen 
prescription items on the mar- 
ket, 
also puts out a leaflet 


with a 1,000/1,500 calorie-a- 
day diet for doctors to give 
patients. Following a realistic 
calorie-counting program with 
a well-balanced menu is mjuch 
better than kookie diets, Dr. 
Scheele says, since novelty 
diets—drinking man's, Mayo, 
Air Force, for example—have 
little lasting effect. 


When dietitians cut per day 


calorie r e q u i r e m e n t s— 


2,200/2,900 for adult men; 
1,600/2,200 for adult women 
—a few years ago, it opened 
up a multimillion dollar mar- 
ket 
for 
low-calorie 
foods. 


Many are formulated to cut 
calories w i t h o u t depriving 
the user of essential vitamins 
and proteins. The great urge 
to lose weight, though, leaves 
the diet-conscious wide open 
for ineffectual, faddish pro- 
ducts. The Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration estimates about 
$500 million is spent annual- 
ly on reducing foods that do 
no good. 


Total sales in 1965 of lovv- 


calorie foods such as cookies, 
salad dressings, ice creams or 
complete prepared meals was 
expected to be $300 million, 
five times the 1960 volume. 
L o w-c a 1 o r i e 
soft drinks 


brought in $44 million five 
years ago; in 19(55 the volume 
was 
around 
$660 
million. 


Sales of prescription drugs 
are up to $60 million a year, 
beauty and reducing resorts 
report a booming business 
and some publishers are get- 
ting fat on sales of diet books. 


Whatever steps Americans 


take to shed a few pounds, 
Dr. Schfole points out. lasting 
results rest on a basic move 
to change our a t t i t u d e s 
toward eating and food.

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THE DOCTOR SAYS 


After Hundreds of Years 
The Plague Is Still With Us

In the epidemics of plague 


in 17th century Europe, 60 
per cent of the victims died. 
No such epidemics have oc- 
curred in this country but 
the disease is still with us. 
Six or more cases were re- 
ported in 1965 in the western 
states. Because doctors no 
longer see enough cases to be 
familiar with the disease, it 
may go unrecognized until it 
is too late for effective treat- 
ment. 


The germ that c a u s e s 


plague is present in the blood 
of rodents that have become 
immune—chiefly rats, squir- 
rels and prairie dogs. 
The 


fleas that feed on the blood 
of these animals may be 
transferred to another animal 
or a man and in biting the 
new host inject their saliva 
containing the plague germs. 
Thus living in an area where 
plague-infected fleas abound 
may result in an attack of the 
disease even without direct 
contact with any rodent. 


After an incubation period 


of two days to two weeks the 
victim gets chills, fever and 
a headache. His lymph nodes 
become enlarged and tender 
and hemorrhages appear un- 
der the skin. This form is 
called bubonic plague. Less 
common is the pneumonic 
form which is characterized 
by a loose cough and short- 
ness of breath. This form is 
especially dangerous because

McCallum? I watched Daniele DeMetz do it, 
and it isn't as much fun as you might 
imagine.

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Upholding Press Freedom

n recent years, some courts 
and bar associations have en- 


deavored to restrict newspapers 
in giving pre-trial publicity to 
pending criminal cases. The con- 
^tention is that a free press tends 
in some instances to encroach on 
the individual's right to a fair 
trial. The theory behind this con- 
tention is that prospective jurors 
read about a pending case in 
the newspapers and hence come 
into court with their minds al- 
ready made up as to the defend- 
ants guilt or innocence. 


Even if it could be proved that 


this occurs with any regular- 


Ivjty, there would still be no safe 


way to prevent it from happen- 
ing. A spectacular case is news 
and the only way to prevent the 
news from being published is 
to censor the press — a "cure" 
far more dangerous than 
the 


"disease." 


In Arizona the other day, the 


State Supreme Court relieved 
two Phoenix newspapers from 


-the necessity of answering con- 
;tempt-of-court charges brought 
against them by Judge E. R. 
Tnurman of Superior Court. The 
case involved 
publication of 


news about a hearing on a peti- 
tion for a writ of habeas corpus 
on behalf of Donald Chambers, 
accused of murder. 


Judge Thurman told reporters 


for The Arizona Republic and 
The Phoenix Gazette not to pub- 


i lish details of the hearing — 


which was in open court — be- 
cause it might prejudice pros- 
pective jurors. But the papers 
printed the news that the writ 
had been denied. Chambers went 
on 'trial and after two days of 
testimony, changed his plea to 
guilty. He was sentenced to life 
Imprisonment, but the defense 
attorney 
instituted 
contempt 


proceedings and the judge grant- 


'«Jd the petition. 


However, before the date for 


answering the contempt charge 
arrived, the Arizona Supreme 
Court granted a writ of prohibi- 
tion to end the proceedings. This 
high court decision is in conso- 
nance with innumerable other 
decisions on newspaper censor- 
ship — or what is termed "prior 
restraint." In the historic case 


, of Near vs. 
Minnesota 
Chief 


Justice Hughes declared: "The 
general principle that the Con- 
stitutional guarantee of the Hb^ 
erty of the press gives immun- 
ity from previous restraints has 
been approved 
in many deci- 


sions under the provisions of 
state constitutions." 


Criminal cases, in the vast 


majority, either do not receive 


, 
much publicity, or it fades quick- 


I * ly from the memory of prospec- 


tive jurors. Occasionally a sen- 
sational case will remain long 
enough in the news to make it 
difficult (virtually 
impossible 


in such a case as the assassina- 
tion of President Kennedy and 
the murder of his assassin) to 
find jurors who are in complete 
ignorance of published facts. 
But the alternative is to pro. 
hibit the printing of crime news 
and court proceedings — a far 
greater hazard to society than 
the occasional difficulty which 
the printing of such news creates 
in obtaining a fair trial. — Hunt-

Beautiful Hand-Embroidered 
Shawl, Tells Its Own Story

If objects could speak, 
What stories we'd hear 
Of people they'd known 
With a joy or a tear 
Of places they'd been 
Both far and near. 
K objects could speak, 
We'd surely "give ear,"

tiful/ lhand-emlbroidered shaw 
with a deep fringed edge? Its 
owner, Mrs. Ada Jackson B Mir 
tin of Magnolia, is signaling for 
quiet because under just the 
right conditions (weather-wise 
and otherwise) certain human 
eings are able to 'hear this pre- 
revolutionary war relic of the 
Burton family tell its own life 
story. . . 


"Just a home-spun and hand- 


woven silk shawl, sun and wo- 
ven in Northern Scotland by 
Miss Francis Monteith—a High 
land Scotch lady who in 1765 
came to America where she met 
and married Mr. Jackson J. 
Burton in 1768. They lived a 
while in the state of Pennsylvan- 
ia, then later settled a home in 
Virgina. During these years of 
her early married life she finish- 
ed me (the shawl) with lovely 
embroidery and knotted fringe, 
and I was worn by her over 
beautiful silk dresses with hoop 
skirts and bustles to many love- 
ly ball and receptions. 


"I was not worn with age nor 


wrinkled with c a r e in those 
days, and I even w e n t to the 
great ball — General George 
Washinton's Inaugural Ball. In 
case you've forgotten, that was 
after he was made the first Pre- 
sident of the United States fol- 
lowing the Declaration of I n - 
dependence in 1776. Like all who 
were there I had a wonderul 
time at tha party. It will a 1 - 
ways remain as my night of 
nights.

Improve Tax 
Withholding 
Plan Studied 


By EDMOND LE BRETON 
WASHINGTON (AP) - As 


every income taxpayer knows, 
withholding is never perfect. 


In many cases there is a re- 


fund due ,from the government, 
or, unhappily, something owed 
the government after the annual 
return has been sweated out, 


A major effort is now on in 


Congress to improve the sys- 
tem, 
which has been getting 


more and more out of kilter 
with the passing years, because' 
withholding is based on lower- 
bracket tax rates and incomes 
in this country keep going up. In 
1964, 
for example, most U.S. 


families had incomes above $6,- 
500 — and the median has gone 
up since. 


If the slice taken out of every- 


body's paycheck is based on 
minimum bracket rates and 
more and more wage earners 
move up into higher brackets, 
there is bound to be trouble. 
This has been the situation. 
Moreover, the tax changes of 
(he past two years have cranked 
more complications into the sys- 
tem. 
Since the income tax re- 


duction was slaaed over two 
years there had to be a special 
withholding computation for the 
first year. It turned out to be a 
bit low and, last year, many 
taxpayers who thought 
their 


withholding had covered their 
liability had to dig into their 
pockets to make up a differ- 
ence. 


Moreover, a new minimum 


standard e e duction benefiting 
lowest-income 
taxpayers was 


instituted. But this change was 
not reflected in the withholding 
tables.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi-, 


dent Johnson m a y not have 
helped 
the cause of longer 


terms for House members by 
urging it so strongly. 


A determined backstage effort 


to extend the present two-year 
terms to four years was nearing 
success in the House without 
much interest being shown in it 
until Johnson spoke out. 


But ever since he plugged the 


four-year term in his State of 
the Union address on Jan. 12, 
the issue has been caught in the 
glare of controversy and its fate 
is now in doubt. 


To win congressional approv- 


al, the proposed amendment 
must win passage in both the 
House and Senate by at least a 
two-thirds favorable vote — not 
just a simple majority. Then 
three-fourths of the state legis- 
latures — 38 — would have to 
ratify it for the proposal to be- 
come law. 


For the first time, mail is 


coming to Congress on the sub- 
ject, much of it opposing the 
longer terms. Newspapers and 
magazines are taking editorial 
stands. Voters are discussing it. 


All this was much different 


last year when Rep. Frank 
Chelf, D-Ky., was quietly, but 
effectively lining up support for 
a four-year-term constitutional 
amendment. 


By his own count Chelf wrote 


more than 8,000 letters to his 534 
colleagues in the House and 
Senate with arguments in sup- 
port of longer terms. He talked 
about it at every opportunity, 
got dozens to introduce amend- 
ments. 


Working through his fellow 


members of the House Judici- 
ary Committee he finally pres- 
sured Chairman Emanuel Cell- 
er, D-N.Y., an unyielding oppo- 
nent of the amendment, to hold 
hearings. Nearly 50 members 
appeared to sing the praises of 
longer terms, none in opposi- 
tion. 


Celler couldn't find anyone 


who would testify against it and 
he was finally forced to move 
the amendment to the top of the 
committee calendar, ready for 
almost certain approval at the 
start of this session. Then the 
President spoke out. 


Celler has no lack of members 


and outside witnesses who now 
want 
to 
testify 
against the 


amendment and he is preparing 
to renew the hearings. 


The awakened interest in the 


four-year term also has caused 
members who thought they fa- 
vored it to look more closely at 
what is at stake. Some are hav- 
ing second thoughts. 


They don't like Johnson's pro- 


posal that the four-year terms 
coincide with the President's, 
fearing loss of independence to 
the executive branch. With a 
Democrat in power Republicans 
are particularly opposed to this 
feature. 


Rockefeller 
No. 3 Now 
in Politics

— Another Rockefeller has en- 
tered politics — but in West Vir- 
ginia of all places, and as a 
Democrat, of all things! 


He is John D. (Jay) Rocke- 


feller IV, great grandson of the 
'empire builder and member of 
one of the nation's best-known 
Republican families. Jay, whose 
Uncle Nelson is Republican gov- 
ernor of New York and whose 
Uncle Winthrop is a GOP guber- 
natorial candidate in Arkansas, 
filed Monday for a seat in the 
West Virginia House of Dele- 
gates. 


Now 28, he was a registered 


Republican for five years. "The 
decision in itself was not diffi- 
cult," he said. "But you just 
don't walk out on that much tra- 
dition without a lot of thought." 


Jay said he went to Arkansas 


to talk with Winthrop and re- 
cently met with Nelson in New 
York. "I received their sup- 
port," he said, "because it's 
important to them that I do 
what makes sense for me as a 
person." 


He arrived in West Virginia in 


July 1984, and has been a neigh- 
borhood social worker in the 
Action for Appalachian Youth 
Program. Most of the past 18 
months he has spent at nearby 
Emmons working with people 
he says never had a chance. 


"If anything," he said, "my 


candidacy grows out of my 
work here. Political decisions 
affect people so immediately 
and. so forcefully that the leg- 
islative level seemed a natural 
followup to anyone trying to 
solve problems common to an 
area like Emmons." 


He 
explained 
his 
political 


switch this way: 


"When I registered as a Re- 


publican five years ago, I had 
just gotten back from 18 months 
of study in Japan and my uncle 
was seeking the 
presidential 


nomination. 


"I feel very deeuly about my 


family. Hislorieally, ours is a 
name that has been associated 
with 
Republicanism. 
But 
an 


even stronger family tradition 
has been the proposition that 
which best reflects you as an 
individual is that which brings 
out the best-in you 


"Politics is a lifetime commit- 


ment and honesty to .self is es- 
sential. To have remained a Re- 
publican would have been to 
subordinate my own conclusions 
and instincts to an undefined 
feeling of what others think I 
should be."

Everyone Is 
Dissatisfied 
With Air War

WASHINGTON (AP) 
—Both 


the hawks and doves probably 
were dissatisfied with the way 
the air war against North Viet 
Nam was restarted. 


The hawks wanted to raise the 


level of the targets — to hit in- 
dustrial, power, port, petroleum 
supplies and other Communist 
resources, 
including 
those 


around Hanoi and Haiphong, 
North Viet Nam's capital and 
chief port. 


The doves wanted the bomb- 
' ing. pause nonfeued Iwjjer, per- 
haps indefinitely. 


The first bombing strikes aft- 


er a 37-day break for the peace 
offensive involved roughly the 
same order of targets and the 
same areas that were hit when 
the air war in the North began 
just short of a year ago. 


The targets 
were 
bridges, 


warehouses, truck traffic and 
the like. 


The area struck in the first 


post-pause attacks was far south 
of Hanoi, relatively near the 
boundary splitting Viet Nam 
into its Communist and non- 
Communist halves. 


The proponents of escalation 


claim these objectives were hit 
repeatedly before the pause — 
and that the infiltration actually 
grew rather than diminished. 


President Johnson indicated 


strongly Monday that "bombing 
operations in the North will re- 
main under tight control from 
the White House. 


But by no means did Johnson 


foreclose the possibility that the 
United States may find it neces- 
sary to escalate the war by 
slamming targets which so far 
have been only nicked, or not 
struck at all. 


There's a broad body of opin- 


ion in the military and in Con- 
gress which holds there is little 
sense in returning to the air war 
at the old stand. 


Egg Marketing
